HE Boulder Canyon act, which became law- last 
December, contains am endm ents intended to 
brin g about complete ratification of th e Colorado 
river compact. P roper inducem ents are extended 
, to Arizona. Nevada 
and C alifornia to enter into a 
three-state compact, thu« clearing 
the way for 
¡¿even-state agreem ent, w hich ie in the interest of 
each of of these lower basin etates. T h is is equal­ 
ly true of the four states in the upper basin. Only 
by interstate com pact upon w hich th e Bouldor 
Canyon act is bated, can either the upper or the 
lower groups procure a segregation of w ater u n ­ 
affected by w ater uses w ithin the oth er basin. 
In my opinion reservations and condition* af­ 
fixed fo state ratification would bo most u n fo rtu ­ 
nate and m ight defeat the entire program . In as­ 
much as such reservations would not have been 
,approved by all th e ratifying states, th e ir effect! 
j m ight be to invalidate th e adherence of th a t state j 
to th<> compact. Not only would the effectiveness ! 
of the Boulder Canyon act 
be Jeopardized, but j 
also th** state in question would lose the oppor­ 
tu n ity to procure a segregation of w ater in favor I 
of the basin to w hich it belonged. 
W ater is what we need. E ach state must have 
i the right to claim its proper 
proportion when 
, needed, and yet we m ust encourage early develop- 
• m eat of w estern resources th rou gh ou t th e entire j 
river basin. T h at w as the purpose of congress in 1 
[ enacting the present law. In addition to autborls- i 
ing the Boulder Canyon project, we have assume j 
an equitable division of th c w aters of the stream 
and the g u aran ty of an adequate future supply for 
Irrigation, domestic and hydro-eiectfic pow er pur- 1 
poees. Thip hae been the real achievement of Boui- J 
der Dam legislation. It only remains for each of j 
the ee.eo states to accept such great advantages 
by th e unconditional :atification of the Colorado 
river compact.
